Haitian women suffer 'epidemic' of rapes 


Peru, Van der Sloot: Hard drive 
evidence suggests murder 
was premeditated 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Hait¬ 
ian women left sheltering in 
squalid tent cities 14 months 
after a devastating earthquake 
are being terrorized by a 
plague of sexual attacks and 
rapes, rights activists said yes¬ 
terday. 

There has been a "relentless 
epidemic of sexual violence 
and continued impunity," said 
Lisa Davis, director of the in¬ 
ternational women's rights 
group Madre, at a conference 
organized by the Inter-Ameri¬ 
can Commission on Human 
Rights. 

Officials say some 800,000 
people, out of the 1.3 million 
left homeless by the January 
2010 quake, are still living in 
precarious and vulnerable con¬ 
ditions in the camps. 

Davis said there had been 
little progress in the months 
since the 7.0 quake struck, le¬ 
veling much of the Caribbean 
country's capital, Port-au- 
Prince. 

"The majority of the camps 
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do not have facilities for the 
women and girls," agreed 
Eramithe Delva, from the Hait¬ 
ian organization Kofaviv 
which helps victims of sexual 
violence. 

"As a result, the women and 
girls shower outside," she said. 
Her group registered some 465 
cases of rape in the camps last 


SAO PAOLO, Brazil — A new 
search has begun for Air 
France flight 447 after it disap¬ 
peared from radar over the At¬ 
lantic in June of 2009. 

The new effort marks the 
fourth occasion in which 
workers have attempted to find 
the wreckage of the flight since 
it took off from Rio de Janerio 
on the nearly two years ago. 
Rescuers hope to recover the 
flight’s ‘black box’ flight 
recorders to help establish 
what had caused the Airbus 
A330 to go down. All 228 pas¬ 
sengers and crew on board 
were killed. 

The effort will be led by the 
BEA, the French government’s

LIMA, Peru — New evidence 
in the Van der Sloot case sug¬ 
gests that the Dutch man had 
planned the murder of young 
Peruvian woman Stephany 
Flores on May 30, 2010. 

After information techno¬ 
logy experts conducted an ex¬ 
haustive investigation of the 
hard drive from Joran Van der 
Sloot’s laptop, in which they 
reviewed his sent and received 
email, Web pages he had 
viewed, financial transactions 
and even files that had been 
deleted between May 29 and 
June 4, 2010, they determined 
that the suspect had lied to the 
court system. 

According to Van der 
Sloot’s defense, the young man 
killed Flores out of a “crime of 
passion” after she began dig¬ 
ging through his laptop in his 
hotel room in the early morn¬ 
ing hours of Sunday, May 30. 


MOSCOW, Russia (AFP) - 
Lenin's niece, Olga 
Ulyanova, the last surviving 
descendant of the Bolshevik 
leader's family, died in 
Moscow yesterday at 89, the 
governor of Lenin's native re¬ 
gion of Ulyanovsk said in a 
statement. 

Ulyanova, who was born 
in 1922, two years before her 
uncle's death, was the last di- 


She discovered that he had 
been accused of killing Natalee 
Holloway, which provoked a 
violent argument between the 
two that ended up claiming the 
life of the Peruvian woman.

Meza, was present for the ini¬ 
tiation of this renewable en¬ 
ergy source for the utility 
company, and very excited at 
this definitive step in imple¬ 
menting the present adminis¬ 
tration’s policy of attaining oil 
independence for Aruba in the 
near future. 

The system for the San 
Nicolas office is comprised of 
20 square meters of solar pan¬ 
els and will provide 3.2 kilo¬ 
watts of power, approximately 
20 kilowatt hours per day. 
“This is sufficient for the aver¬ 
age home, depending on their 
needs,” opined Alwin Croes of 
U.T.S. Alternative Systems 
and Supply, N.V., which ob¬ 


tained and installed the system 
for Elmar. “It should reduce a 
monthly energy bill by about 
350 to 400 Aruban florins.” 

Elmar Director Roberto 
Henriquez and Technical Ma¬ 
nager Leopoldo Boekhoudt 
stated that two more pilot solar 
panel projects will follow in 
the next month; one at the 
Elmar headquarters in Oran- 
jestad and the other at their of¬ 
fices in Hato. The benefits and 
costs will be examined and 
balanced, with the view to 
eventually installing such sys¬ 
tems on all government build¬ 
ings. 

Minister de Meza stated 
this is just one of many such 


initiatives which will deploy 
the latest technologies for har¬ 
nessing renewable, “clean” en¬ 
ergy. Another is waste-to-heat 
conversion, thus providing a 
solution for disposing of re¬ 
fuse, as well. He also men¬ 
tioned the installation of a 
solar panel bicycle and jogging 
path of glass by TNO of Hol¬ 
land, which is partnering with 
Aruba in testing a number of 
new ideas for harnessing solar 
and wind power. “We should 
hope in the not-too-distant-fu- 
ture to see Aruba 100% oil in¬ 
dependent,” concluded Minis¬ 
ter de Meza.

PARIS, France (AFP) - 
Apple's eagerly-awaited iPad 2 
went on sale Friday at 16:00 
GMT in 25 countries in Eu¬ 
rope, Oceania and the Ameri¬ 
cas, two weeks after its official 
launch in the United States. 

First unveiled on March 2 
by Apple's chief executive 
Steve Jobs, the new tablet has 
been on sale in 236 US stores 
since March 11. 

A third thinner and nearly 
15 percent lighter than its first- 
generation predecessor, the 
iPad 2 is also equipped with 
both front- and rear-facing 


cameras for photography, 
movie-making or video chat. 

It weighs 1.3 pounds (590 
grams), down from 1.5 
pounds, has the same 10-hour 
battery life as the previous 
model, and comes in black and 
white versions. 

The manufacturing roll-out 
of the sought-after item could 
be in jeopardy due to the earth¬ 
quake and tsunami that devas¬ 
tated Japan on the same day as 
sales were launched in the 
United States, according to 
IHS iSuppli. 


SYDNEY, Australia (AFP) - 
Lights will go out around the 
world tonight with hundreds of 
millions of people set to take 
part in the Earth Hour climate 
change campaign, which this 
year will also mark Japan's 
earthquake and tsunami. 

From across the Pacific, to 
Australia, Asia, Europe, Africa 
and the Americas, iconic land¬ 
marks such as the Burj Khalifa 
in Dubai, New York's Empire 
State building and the Eiffel 
Tower in Paris will go dark. 

"Earth Hour is like a New 
Year's Eve," Earth Hour co¬ 
founder and executive director 
Andy Ridley told AFP from 
the group's Sydney office. 

"It's meant to be a celebra¬ 
tion — it's a bit different this 
year because of the Japan stuff 
— but it's meant to be about 
hope and the future." 

Ridley said in Sydney and 
other cities, some Earth Hour 
events would hold a minute's 
silence to mark the devastating 
9.0-magnitude quake and sub¬ 
sequent tsunami in Japan this 
month that left more than 
25,000 people dead or missing. 

The disaster followed a 
deadly earthquake in New 
Zealand's Christchurch and 
massive floods in Australia in 
January, which devastated 
thousands of homes and ruined 
crops and infrastructure. 

"It's been a bad start to the 
year, and I guess it's an oppor¬ 
tunity to take a moment and 
think about that," Ridley said, 
adding that the campaign had 
a different focus in every loca¬ 
tion and not all events would 
mention Japan's catastrophe. 

The Earth Hour movement, 
which aims to raise awareness 
about climate change by 
switching off lights for 60 min¬ 
utes, hopes to bring people to¬ 
gether to think about what they 
can do to reduce harmful car¬ 
bon pollution blamed for rising 
temperatures. 

Environmental group WWF 
International helped initiate 
Earth Hour in Sydney in 2007, 
and by 2010 the energy-saving 
event had grown to engage 
hundreds of millions of people 
in 4,616 cities and 128 coun¬ 
tries and territories. 

"We didn't imagine right at 
the beginning... it would be on 
the scale that it is now," said 
Ridley. 

"And the fact that it is so 
cross-cultural, beyond borders 
and race and religion," he 
added, saying the event would 
never have grown so success¬ 
fully without social network¬ 
ing sites such as Facebook. 

This year organisers are fo¬ 
cussing on connecting people 


online so they can inspire each 
other to go beyond the hour 
and make commitments to 
help the environment in their 
daily lives. 

To do this they have created 
an online platform connected 
to the 14 top social media sites 
around the world, including 
Facebook and Twitter, which 
people will be easily able to 
access from mobile phones. 

Australian Prime Minister 
Julia Gillard this week backed 
Earth Hour. 

"Earth Hour has become a 
special symbol of the determi¬ 
nation of so many people to 
make a difference," said 
Gillard, who is facing stiff op¬ 
position to her plan to intro¬ 
duce a tax on carbon pollution 
in Australia. 

Ridley said that despite the 
growth of the event, which or¬ 
ganisers said was the largest 
voluntary action ever wit¬ 
nessed in 2010, the ideals of 


the global movement had not 
changed. 

"When we first started this 
we were trying to effectively 
take the temperature, we were 
trying to prove or see whether, 
contrary to some commenta¬ 
tors, whether or nor people 
cared (about climate change)," 
he said. 

"I think there is a massive 
consensus for action, not just 
on climate change. 

"The idea of this is not to 
engage in the 'why we can't do 
anything' debate but absolutely 
talk about what can be done." 

The first lights going off 
tonight will be in Fiji and New 
Zealand's Chatham Islands, be¬ 
fore cities and landmarks 
around the world follow suit. 

Other iconic structures due 
to go dark include the Sydney 
Opera House, Indonesia's Na¬ 
tional Monument, London's 
Eye and Brazil's Christ the Re¬ 
deemer statue.

US misses goal to wipe out 
TB by 2010 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States last year saw a 
sizable drop in the number of 
tuberculosis cases, but missed 
its goal of eradicating the dis¬ 
ease by 2010, US health offi¬ 
cials said. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC) 
wrote in its Morbidity and 
Mortality Weekly Report that 
the number of TB cases hit an 
all-time low in 2010, with only 
11,181 cases reported to public 
health authorities, a 3.9 percent 
drop in the number of cases 
compared to one year earlier. 

But the US had hoped to 
eradicate the disease alto¬ 
gether, a goal US health ex¬ 
perts said they were 
disappointed not to have met. 

The CDC said that in six 
out of ten cases, TB patients 
were born outside the United 
States, and in more than half of 
the cases came from one of 
four countries: Mexico, the 
Philippines, India or Vietnam 

US health official said for¬ 
eign-born people were 11 
times as likely to have TB as 
those bom in the United States. 

The CDC said four states 
accounted for about half of the 
US cases of tuberculosis: Cal¬ 
ifornia, Texas, New York and 
Florida. 

The illness also was more 
prevalent among members of 
ethnic minority groups: TB

him to be moving his hand yet, 
but it's demonstrating every¬ 
thing is connected.

Walsh lost his hands, most 
of his left leg and part of his 
right foot four years ago to a 
bacterial infection which al¬ 
most claimed his life. 

"I'm not one for holding 
hands but it would mean so 
much to have hands again," 
said Walsh, a grandfather of 
16. "I don't know who gave it 
to me, but I am so thankful for 
what they have done." 

Whether his body accepts 
the new hand will not be 
known for days, or even 
weeks. 

More than 60 hand trans¬ 
plants have been performed 
around the world since New 
Zealander Clint Hallam be¬ 
came the first successful recip¬ 
ient in 1998 in an operation 
carried out in France. 



SYDNEY (AFP) - A man who 
lost his hands and feet to a bac¬ 
terial infection four years ago 
has become Australia's first re¬ 
cipient of a hand transplant, a 
report said. 

Peter Walsh, 65, underwent 
the successful nine-hour oper¬ 
ation at St Vincent's Hospital 
in Melbourne this week. 

"Peter was wriggling his 
fingers today," Professor 
Wayne Morrison, who led the 
20-strong surgical team, told 
the Sydney Daily Telegraph. 

"We actually don't want

rates among Hispanics, blacks 
and Asians were seven, eight 
and 25 times as high as among 
Caucasians, respectively. 

Tuberculosis is caused by 
the mycobacterium tuberculo¬ 
sis bacterium, and can be cured 
with antibiotics. 

However, a full course of 
treatment requires six to nine 
months to completely eradi¬ 
cate the microorganism, and 
many people do not finish the 
full treatment, which leads to 
the development of drug-resis¬ 
tant strains of the disease.

EU leaders wait on Portugal, markets bet 
on bailout: 

BRUSSELS (AFP) - European leaders faced an anxious wait 
Friday as the markets bet that struggling Portugal will need 
a debt bailout despite Lisbon's protests it can avoid one in 
the run-up to tense elections. 

After last year's massive bailouts for Greece and then Ire¬ 
land, Portugal slipped towards the brink this week when 
prime minister Jose Socrates resigned after parliament 
blocked an austerity plan already agreed with eurozone part¬ 
ners. 

"Portugal does not need a financial rescue plan and I will 
maintain this in defending my country," Socrates insisted 
after a European Union summit clouded by his country's fi¬ 
nancial troubles. 

"I know what this meant for Ireland and Greece, and I don’t 
wish it on my country," he added. Socrates has made clear 
he intends to stand for re-election at polls expected in May 
or early June. 

Germany, the eurozone's paymaster and most powerful 
economy, meanwhile insisted that whoever takes power, Lis¬ 
bon will have to swallow the bitter medicine needed to put 
its finances in order. 


Euro, stocks climb before EU summit: 

LONDON (AFP) - The euro rose against the dollar and Eu¬ 
ropean stocks advanced, ahead of an EU summit set to focus 
on the eurozone debt crisis amid mounting fears that Portu¬ 
gal will soon request a huge bailout. 

In morning London trade, the euro rose to $1.4128 from 
$1.4083 late in New York on Wednesday, a day after Portu¬ 
gal's parliament rejected a new austerity plan in a vote that 
prompted the resignation of Prime Minister Jose Socrates. 
"The markets anticipated the Portuguese parliament's deci¬ 
sion to reject the austerity plans and priced it in accordingly," 
said ETX Capital trader Anita Paluch. 

"The bad news that caused strong reactions in the markets 
recently seem to have eased, less uncertainty for the future 
is pushing the market higher." 

In stock market trade, the British capital's benchmark FTSE 
100 index rose 0.85 percent to 5,844.84 points, Frankfurt's 
DAX 30 climbed 0.73 percent to 6,854.39 points and in 
Paris the CAC 40 grew 0.31 percent to 3,925.98. 

The Lisbon market jumped 0.97 percent to 7,856.54 points 
in midday

The conces¬ 
sion, more wide- 
reaching than a 
similar humanitar¬ 
ian-based trade 
deal offered to 
Pakistan after dis¬ 
astrous flooding 
last year, was of¬ 
fered "on the basis 
that Japan is will¬ 
ing to tackle inter 
alia the issue of 
non-tariff barriers and restric¬ 
tions on public procurement." 

The Pakistan concessions 
remain tied up amid tough 
negotiations involving rival 
exporters such as India at the 
World Trade Organization, 
who also want better access 
to Europe's market of half a 
billion consumers. 

British Prime Minister 
David Cameron said he "se¬ 
cured a specific reference" to 
the idea from partners round 
a summit table otherwise pre¬ 
occupied with the Libya cam¬ 


paign and Portuguese debt 
woes. 

"I spoke to the Japanese 
prime minister yesterday and 
I said we will do all we can to 
speed recovery from the 
earthquake," Cameron told a 
news conference in Brussels. 

"Today Europe has made 
the same pledge. 

"I believe one of our prior¬ 
ities in order to demonstrate 
good faith must be to invite 
Japan to enter a free-trade 
area with the EU." 

Japan and India signed a 
free trade pact earlier this 
month. 

Tokyo is seeking more 
such partnerships as it looks 
to catch up with export rival 
South Korea and after China 
overtook it as the world's sec¬ 
ond-largest economy in 2010. 

The EU is looking for 
ways to accelerate economic 
growth, with a debt crisis still 
hanging over the bloc. 


Oil prices steady, Brent above $115 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Oil prices steadied on Friday at 
the end of a week dominated 
by concerns over unrest in 
Libya and the Middle East. 

Traders also digested re¬ 
vised US growth data, which 
showed the economy grower 
faster than previously thought 
late last year, a key considera¬ 
tion as United States is the 
world's biggest oil-consuming 
nation. 

Brent North Sea crude for 
delivery in May was up 20 
cents to $115.92 a barrel in af¬ 
ternoon London deals. 

New York's main contract, 
light sweet crude for May, 
gained 25 cents to $105.85. 

"The risk premium from the 
... Libya fallout and jitters over 
Yemen is already priced in," 
said VTB Capital analyst An- 
drey Kryuchenkov, explaining 
why prices were holding 
around current levels after re¬ 
cent gains. 

Oil traders have been mak¬ 
ing deals in recent days against 
a backdrop of anti-govemment 
protests that have spread 
across the Middle East and 
North Africa, with uprisings in 



Yemen, Syria and Bahrain 
after similar movements led to 
the recent ouster of leaders in 
Egypt and Tunisia. 

In Libya, NATO late Thurs¬ 
day agreed to enforce a no-fly 
zone to stop Moamer Kadhafi's 
jets from attacking rebels 
while US, British and French 
planes continued to target his 
government's military re¬ 
sources. 

Oil-rich Libya was produc¬ 
ing 1.69 million barrels a day 
before the unrest but this has 
been virtually halted since. 

"The main focus (for 
traders) remains on the ongo¬ 
ing political unrest in Libya, 
Yemen and Syria," said Myrto 
Sokou, an analyst at Sucden 
brokers. 

Elsewhere Friday, official 
data showed the economy 
grew 3.1 percent in the fourth 


quarter of 2010, up from the 
previous estimate of 2.8 per¬ 
cent. 

Ahead of the data, the US 
government announced that 
US gasoline (petrol) stockpiles 
dived by 5.3 million barrels 
last week. 

The market is closely fol¬ 
lowing the level of gasoline re¬ 
serves ahead of the summer 
driving season in the United 
States starting in May, when 
many Americans hit the roads 
on holiday, pushing up fuel de¬ 
mand.

Guatemala's first lady divorces "for 
her country"

GUATEMALA CITY, Guate¬ 
mala - Most loving couples 
hope their marriage will last 
"until death us do part." But for 
Guatemala’s first lady, politics 
got there first. 

Sandra Torres tearily an¬ 
nounced on Thursday she had 
divorced her husband Presi¬ 
dent Alvaro Colom for the 
sake of the nation, thereby 
hoping to skirt a law in 
Guatemala that blocks the 
president’s relatives from run¬ 
ning for office. 

A constitutional clause dat¬ 
ing from Guatemala’s transi¬ 
tion to democracy in the 
mid-1980s after decades of au¬ 
tocratic rule prevents family 
members of the president from 
taking power. 

But Torres, who was al¬ 
ready a divorcee, hopes to step 
into Colom’s shoes after an 
election later this year. 

An ambitious politician who 
many analysts say wields signif¬ 


icant power behind the scenes in 
Colom’s center-left National 
Union of Hope (UNE) party, 
Torres said she was putting the 
Guatemalan people before her 
own personal happiness. 

"I am getting a divorce 
from my husband, but I am 
getting married to the people," 
the 51-year-old Torres said at a 


news conference. 

The couple quietly filed for 
divorce by mutual consent in a 
family court on March 11 but 
the news was not made public 
until this week. The couple re¬ 
fused to say whether they 
would remarry later and de¬ 
clined to talk about their living 
arrangements.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Broad¬ 
way theaters have dimmed 
their lights Friday in remem¬ 
brance of Hollywood goddess 
Elizabeth Taylor, whose long 
career included spells acting in 
New York theaters. 

"The Broadway community 
mourns the loss of Elizabeth 
Taylor, legendary stage and 
screen star," a statement from 
the theater industry group said. 

"The marquees of Broad¬ 
way theatres in New York was 
dimmed in her memory on Fri¬ 
day, March 25th, at exactly

Taylor, who won two Os¬ 
cars, died Wednesday in Los 
Angeles.

NEW DELHI, India (AFP) - 
The clash between India and 
Pakistan in the World Cup 
semi-finals will showcase one 
of the world’s most intense 
sporting rivalries fuelled by na¬ 
tionalism, bloodshed and a 
shared history. 

The two countries have had 
a fraught relationship since 
Pakistan was carved out of 
India to establish a Muslim 
homeland when British rule of 
the sub-continent ended in 
1947. 

They have fought two wars 
over the disputed region of 
Kashmir, another over the cre¬ 
ation of Bangladesh, and they 
last came to the brink of war¬ 
fare as recently as 2002. 

On the cricket field, a 
knock-out World Cup match on 
Indian soil is the biggest fixture 
between the two rivals for 
decades, and the excitement 
across the region is already 
sky-high ahead of Wednesday’s 
clash in Mohali. 

After Thursday’s victory 
over defending champions 
Australia, India captain Ma- 
hendra Singh Dhoni said Pak¬ 
istan were the ultimate 
opponents. 

"India v Pakistan in the 
semi-finals -- it doesn’t get bet¬ 
ter," he said. "A World Cup 
hosted by the sub-continental 
nations and India and Pakistan 
making it to the semis." 

Pakistan coach Waqar You- 
nis said that "there is no bigger 
rivalry in the game", while cap¬ 
tain Shahid Afridi even ex¬ 
pressed hope that a 
Pakistan-India match "could 
improve relations". 

Indian Prime Minister Man- 
mohan Singh said he planned 
to attend the match and invited 


Pakistan President Asif Ali 
Zardari and Premier Yousuf 
Raza Gilani to also watch the 
game. 

"There is huge excitement 
over the match and we are all 
looking forward to a great 
game of cricket that will be a 
victory for sport," said Singh in 
his invitation to the leaders. 

The two countries had bro¬ 
ken off cricket ties -- except for 
a couple of volatile Test 
matches in India — for 15 years 
before India’s historic tour of 
Pakistan in 2004. 

Fierce competitiveness, 
even hatred, is evident when¬ 
ever India and Pakistan play, 
but recent games have also 
been marked by a sense of 
cross-border comradeship. 

The conflicting emotions re¬ 
flect the complex state of rela¬ 
tions, which are often 
compared to those within an 
estranged family. 

Pakistani flags have occa¬ 
sionally been raised in the 
Muslim slums of Hindu-major- 
ity India during games — caus¬ 
ing predictable outrage. 

More strikingly though, the 
matches in 2004 when the 
India side returned to Pakistan 
prompted an outburst of affec¬ 
tion. 

Thousands of Indians were 
granted special visas to attend 
the fixtures, and many said that 
they had been greeted like 
long-lost brothers as taxi-dri¬ 
vers gave them free lifts and 
hotels refused to charge them 
for rooms. 

At the first game of the tour, 
in Karachi, the local crowd 
cheered both sides and even 
gave a standing ovation when 
India won by just five runs. 

The contrast between polit¬ 


ical and sporting links was 
again on display at the Com¬ 
monwealth Games in New 
Delhi last year, when many 
outsiders were surprised to hear 
the Pakistan team given a huge 
cheer at the opening ceremony. 

Newspaper front-pages on 
Friday set the tone for the com¬ 
ing days. "Bring on Pakistan!" 
screamed the Mail Today in 
Delhi, as the Hindustan Times 
warned "Pakistan next test of 
nerves for India". 

In Islamabad, the Express 
Tribune looked forward to the 
occasion with "Rekindling ri¬ 
valries: it is India v Pakistan," 
while the Daily Times pre¬ 
dicted a "blockbuster" game. 

Whether cricket can help 
the two nuclear-armed nations 
to narrow their differences is 
uncertain, particularly as Pak¬ 
istan struggles with militant 
suicide attacks, political assas¬ 
sinations and a collapsing 
economy. 

Diplomatic tensions have 
remained high since Pakistan- 
based Islamist militants at¬ 
tacked Mumbai in 2008 killing 
166 people — though the two 
countries’ foreign ministers are 
due to hold talks in Delhi in 
July. 

Fears of another attack will 
mean a massive security pres¬ 
ence in Mohali, and the Times 
of India summed up how the 
prospect of the game triggered 
excitement tinged with appre¬ 
hension. 

"It’s a match fans, organis¬ 
ers and advertisers have been 
fantasizing about, and the fact 
that it will be Pakistan’s first on 
Indian soil since 26/11 (the 
Mumbai attacks) lends an extra 
edge," it said. 

"Fasten your seat belts."

in Colombo 

South Africa, often re¬ 
garded as the best team never 
to have the World Cup, have 
now lost in three semi-finals, 
two quarter-finals and once in 
the first round. 

"There are no words to de¬ 
scribe how I feel," said 
Smith. 

New Zealand captain 
Daniel Vettori praised his 
team's spirit. 

"Every single bowler 
stepped up today, and proba¬ 
bly it was the fielding that got 
us through," said Vettori. 

South Africa's ploy to 
throw the new ball to a spin¬ 
ner worked again as left- 
armer Robin Peterson 
dismissed Brendon McCul¬ 
lum in his second over with a 
superb diving return catch.

Meares took silver behind 
Pendleton at the Olympic 
Games in Beijing in 2008 
and, after years of flirting 
with worlds success in the 
sprint, said before the compe¬ 
tition she feels ready to win 
her maiden world title in the 
event. 

The 27-year-old Victorian, 
who won team sprint gold 
with Kaarle McCulloch on 
Thursday, sacrificed defend¬ 
ing her 500 metre time trial 
crown in a bid to have fresher 
legs for the sprint tournament.

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J erusalem runs first 
marathon despite 
bomb, protests 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - In the 
shadow of a fatal bus bombing 
and in the face of opposition 
from Palestinians and leftist Is¬ 
raelis, about 10,000 runners 
took part yesterday in Jerusa¬ 
lem’s first-ever marathon. 

The race, which passes 
through stretches of the city’s 
annexed Arab eastern sector, 
forced the closure of many city 
streets and left the few thor¬ 
oughfares remaining open 
choked with bumper-to- 
bumper traffic. 

Apart from the 42.2 kilome¬ 
tre (26.2 mile) full course, par¬ 
ticipants have the option of 
running a half-marathon, a 10 
kilometer (6.2 mile) course or a 
4.2 kilometer (2.6 mile) fim-run. 

Following a Wednesday 
bomb attack next to 
Jerusalem’s central bus station, 
in which a British bible student 
was killed and more than 30 
people were wounded, Mayor 
Nir Barkat defied suggestions 
the event be cancelled over se¬ 
curity concerns. 

’’When terror attempts to 
disrupt our way of life, the best 
solution is to get back to nor¬ 
mal as quickly as possible,” he 
told reporters at the bomb 
scene. ’’Events in Jerusalem 
will not be cancelled and 
Jerusalem will not stop run¬ 
ning.” 

In addition to 6,000 Israelis, 
who include 2,000 soldiers, the 
city council said Jerusalem is 
hosting about 4,000 foreign 
runners and journalists, from 
around 40 countries. 


Starting from the Knesset, 
Israel's parliament, the route 
takes runners up and down sev¬ 
eral hills, through the walled 
Old City and other areas of east 
Jerusalem, including the bibli¬ 
cal Mount of Olives. 

The Jerusalem Post daily 
said that three of the runners - 
a Christian, a Jew and a Mus¬ 
lim - were to wear T-shirts pro¬ 
claiming, "Three religions, one 
God.” 

The Post's website said 
there was confusion over the 
winners of the full marathon as 
the three leading runners ap¬ 
parently took a wrong turn and 
arrived at the finish line for the 
half-marathon, which is in a 
different place. 

It said the first runner to ar¬ 
rive at the correct line, and the 
tentative winner of the race, 
was Kenyan Robert Cheriot 
with a time of 2:27:48. 

The other three, it said, had 
faster times and organisers 
were still trying to assess final 
results. 

The event drew fire from 
the Palestinian Boycott, Di¬ 
vestment and Sanctions Com¬ 
mittee, which sent a letter of 
protest to German sportswear 
giant, Adidas, one of the main 
sponsors of the event, for 
backing an Israeli event in¬ 
volving east Jerusalem and in¬ 
cluding Israeli soldiers. 

It also took Adidas to task 
for partnering co-sponsor Eden 
Springs, an Israeli bottler of 
mineral water on the occupied 
Golan Heights. 


Spain to play USA in friendly 
in June 


MADRID, Spain (AFP) - 
World Cup champions Spain 
will face the United States in 
a friendly in Boston on June 
4, the Spanish football feder¬ 
ation announced yesterday. 


It will be the first en¬ 
counter between the two 
sides since the USA defeated 
Spain 2-0 in the semi-final of 
the Confederations Cup in 
South Africa in 2009. 



Recovering Soderling wins in Miami 


MIAMI, Florida (AFP) - 
Fourth seed Robin Soderling 
staged a fightback to start his 
campaign at the ATP-WTA 
Miami Masters yesterday, 
with the Swede earning a 3-6, 
6-2, 6-4 victory over Croatian 
Ivan Dodig to reach the third 
round. 

Two-time Roland Garros fi¬ 


nalist Soderling was playing 
for the first time in almost two 
weeks since losing his first 
match at Indian Wells after try¬ 
ing to play with an ankle prob¬ 
lem and after five days in bed 
with a virus. 

"The first round is always 
very difficult,” said the re¬ 
lieved Scandinavian. "Obvi¬ 


ously I didn't play my best ten¬ 
nis today, but I'm still very 
happy that I won. 

With three titles already this 
season, the Indian Wells loss 
was a blip on the Soderling 
record in 2011, where he has 
now won a leading 20 matches 
on the ATP. 
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
